BANKER’S TACTICS 

US Internet appears to be redlining 
Powderhorn Park with its fiber expansion 


M innetonka’s US Internet is 
gradually installing fiber 
across Minneapolis, bring¬ 
ing cheap and wicked-fast 
connections to more neighborhoods of 
its choosing every year. 

Powderhorn Park hasn’t managed to 
attract USI so far, and the company says 
there are no plans in the foreseeable future 
to provide service to the city’s highest con¬ 
centration of low-income, Hispanic families. 

USI offers a map of the neighborhoods 
first in line to get fiber — mostly the south 
and southwestern parts of the city. It also 
told the Southwest Journal that it will move 
on to Loring Park, the North Loop, and 
parts of Ward 12. 

However, USI doesn’t have plans to 
expand fiber to Powderhorn Park, accord¬ 
ing to spokeswoman Liz Aaser, because 
USI has just two central offices, located 
in Whittier and Tangletown. 


‘Where the current central offices are 
located, there isn’t a way for us to get fiber 
to your neighborhood. We would need 
another central office, and purchasing 
another commercial space that can be 
used as a central office is up to our own¬ 
ers,” Aaser says. “I’m not sure what their 
future plans are for that.” 

But considering that Powderhorn Park 
is bounded in every direction by areas that 
do have fiber, it’s likely that other variables 
are in play than just the location of USI’s 
existing offices. 

Otto Doll, chief information officer of the 
city of Minneapolis, says that although the 
city doesn’t have any enforcement author¬ 
ity over where USI builds (regulation of 
telecommunications companies falls to the 
Federal Communications Commission), 
he tries to “encourage them to consider 
not skipping... to cover the city in a better 
way than what they seem to want to do.” 


Based on pure observation, Doll says, 
the city senses that USI’s fiber buildout 
is guided by a few things. First, it tends to 
skip streets with concrete — versus lawn 
— boulevards because it could cost more 
money to reconstruct those streets. Second, 
USI seems to be targeting neighborhoods 
with enough money to pay for service so it 
gets a return on all that investment. 

“I continue to try to convince them that 
they need to cover the entire city,” Doll says, 
“and we prefer that they not do it strictly 
by business dynamics as to where they 
go first. But you can see when you look at 
their maps, where they’ve been and where 
they talked to, where they’re going next.” 

USI vice president Travis Carter, who 
frequently speaks for the company, did not 
respond to explain the decision-making 
process. 

City Councilwoman Alondra Cano, who 
represents Powderhorn Park, agrees that 
there could be a point to USI’s reservations 
for expanding fiber to the neighborhood. 

“Because for the most part, low-income 
folks and people of color, including indig¬ 
enous people, use their mobile devices for 
internet access and social media,” she says. 
“Many of them don’t have the money to

pay for internet access at home and the 
phone, and so they kind of have to choose.” 

Cano hasn’t received many constitu¬ 
ent complaints compared to the calls she 
receives about raising the minimum wage, 
the environment, crime, and prostitution.

Minnesota’s new normal’ is a mess 


T hings got weird deep into the 
second day of Minnesota’s “one- 
day” special session, easily the 
most absurd in state history In 
truth, the train was off the rails before it 
left the station. 

As they emerged with less than an hour 
before the May 22 midnight deadline. 
Republican leaders and Gov. Mark Dayton 
congratulated each other for their hard 
work negotiating in the “past 48 hours.” 
No one mentioned their failure to agree 
on a new state budget during the previ¬ 
ous 140 days. 

It was in this convivial moment that Ber- 
nie Hesse, lobbyist for the United Food 
and Commercial Workers union, knew 
something was wrong. 

“They rolled [Dayton],” Hesse says. ‘We 
knew we were fucked. Whenever someone 
says, TouTe a great bargainer,’ you know 
you’ve been fleeced.” 

Said fleecing, much of it done in the 
middle of the night behind closed doors, 
took different forms. “Preemption,” which 
would block Minneapolis, St. Paul, and 
Duluth from raising the minimum wage 
or enacting other worker-friendly poli¬ 
cies, was slapped like a big ugly bow on 
an unrelated bill to fund public pensions 
and family leave. Another spending bill 
carries an explicit prohibition to halt the 
banning of plastic bags, weeks before a ban 
would’ve started in Minneapolis. (None 
of the Republicans who voted for it actu¬ 
ally live in Minneapolis or St. Paul, though 
many of their masters at the Minnesota 
Chamber of Commerce do.) 

A tax cut bill carried provisions to block 
a single dollar being spent on light rail. 
Protections to stop internet providers from 


sellingyour browser history were stricken. 

A health-care fundingbill halved sched¬ 
uled raises for home health-care workers, 
who bathe, feed, and keep alive sick people 
who have no one else. 

Lefties rallied to the cause, telling Day- 
ton to veto ever54hing and start over. And 
why not? It’s not as if things in Minnesota 
could get any messier. 

In the last 20 years, Minnesota has held 
16 special sessions, about half as many as 
it had in the 138 years before that. Two 
missed deadlines have caused the govern¬ 
ment to shut down. Political scientist David 
Schultz calls this perpetual gridlock our 
“new normal.” 

If your boss — in the case of legislators, 
the people of Minnesota — gave you one 
project to complete every other year, and 
you consistently failed, you’d lose your job. 

Minnesota’s elected officials consistently 
can’t pass a clean budget on time. Not even 
now, with a $1.65 billion surplus, the big¬ 
gest in Minnesota history. 

Ever the Chamber-of-Commerce-maid, 
the GOP wants to hemorrhage tax revenues 
via corporate property tax cuts, slashing 
the estate tax (which affects only the 
super-rich and their heirs), and capping 
the cigarette tax. 

“You would’ve thought it would’ve been 
much easier to resolve the differences this 
year,” says Rep. Lyndon Carlson (DFL- 
Crystal), the longest-serving member in 
House history. “The [GOP] majority came 
in lowballingtheir flmdingtargets, and put¬ 
ting all their eggs — or a large percentage 
of their eggs, so to speak — in the tax bill.” 

Republicans wanted to count those eggs 
before they hatched. A sneaky line in a state 
agencies bill says the Department of Rev¬ 


enue wouldn’t get its $153 million budget 
until the day after Dayton signed the tax 
cuts. The tax bill became a ransom note. 

With its estate, corporate property, and 
tobacco moves, this GOP bill would cut 
$450 million in tax revenues over the next 
four years — and much more down the 
line. What will have to be cut as a result? 
No one can say. But the Legislature’s his¬ 
tory tells us when and where it will hap¬ 
pen: after midnight, and inside someone’s 
locked office. 

Da34on fears for the future, but will have 
to swallow some of these poison pills just 
to get a budget. This is what happens when 
you careen in the dark, governing by the 
light of emergency flares. Eventually, sleep- 
deprived and exasperated, the do-gooders 
wilt, and the citizenry wakes up to learn 
they’ve been mugged. 

“At some point,” says former GOP Senate 
Majority Leader Amy Koch, “the people of 
Minnesota just have to demand it. Enough 
with special sessions, enough with running 
down the clock.” 

Koch says it was different when she and 
Republican majorities clashed with Dayton 
in the shadows of a $5 billion deficit and a 
shaky economy. No one wanted to get caught 
holding the knife. This year they’ve got a 
surplus and low unemployment. Koch’s 
“a little surprised” they couldn’t manage. 

Hesse isn’t. By operating this way, law¬ 
makers can shield their moves and motives. 
“This is by design, not to have transparency,” 
he says. “The average guy isn’t going to 
care what happens at 3 in the morning.” 

Not until next year. Early Wednesday, 
after the House passed its massive tax cut, 
the Senate discovered the bill had forgotten 
an underserved community: the National 



Football League. The Senate hastily tacked 
on an amendment to allow bars to stay 
open until 4 a.m. over Super Bowl week¬ 
end, an NFL-imposed requirement for 
hosting the big game. 

This is who gets rescued in the dark 
of night: the NFL, big tobacco, internet 
companies, plastic bags. 

The absurdity of the Not-Great Special 
Session of 2017 found a new valley early 
one morning. A Democrat pressed Rep. 
Abigail Whelan (R-Anoka), trying to get 
her on the record about keeping open a 
loophole that protects Minnesotans who 
park riches in offshore bank accounts. 

Whelan cited her fatigue and lamented 
the “games we play [at the Capitol],” then 
pivoted awkwardly to religion. 

“There is actual joy to be found in Jesus 
Christ,” Whelan said out of nowhere. 
“Jesus loves you all.” 

Aside from the fact that Jesus would’ve 
paid his taxes, her point was probably 
well taken by her colleagues. Jesus for¬ 
gives sinners. It says so right there in the 
contract. 

Voters have made no such deal. 03

A cheetah, an eagle, and a giraffe walk into a 
barbecue. There isn’t a joke; this is something 
that is happening in real life. 

On an unseasonably warm fall afternoon, 
more than 100 people dressed in full-body 
animal fur-suits have gathered at a public 
park in Plymouth for an afternoon of grilling, sports, and 
the occasional game of fetch. This is the fall picnic for 
MNFurs, Minnesota’s premier furry association. 

In attendance are a wide variety of people of all ages, 
sizes, and genders, and there is all sorts of cute, funny, 
and straight-up weird behavior happening. A dragon and 
a raccoon are drawing with sidewalk chalk, while a guy 
dressed in a T-shirt, cargo shorts, and mouse ears is firing

Up a grill. Across the field, a dog decked 
out in leather and metal is cracking a 
whip like a K-9 dominatrix hybrid. In 
the pavilion, unicorns, cats, and lizards 
sit together, eating standard picnic fare, 
playing Magic the Gathering, and taking 
turns posing for photos with each other. 

Even Santa Claus is in attendance, 
handing out stuffed animals to two people 
dressed as a rabbit and a deer. 

Meanwhile, a calico cat is running, 
bouncing, and dancing with all of the 
charisma of, well, a cat. His name is 
Further Monigal. 

A 25-year-old IT systems manager. 
Further (also known as Sean Groomes 
in his human form) has been enamored

as well as conventions and gatherings 
all over the world. Today, he has a wide 
social circle of furries and fur-accepting 
friends. But when he first began to dip 
his paw into the fandom, he wasn’t quite 
as forthcoming. 

‘T didn’t tell anybody about it,” he 
admits when asked how his friends and 
family reacted. ‘Tt was pretty easy to keep 
it to myself since everything was pretty 
much 100 percent online.” 

Soon, however, Groomes says he began 
to feel comfortable in his own fur around

with furry fandom since his middle- 
school days when sites like Angelfire 
ruled the web. 

“I really enjoyed fantasy and roleplaying 
online, and pretty soon I started seeing 
these avatars of anamorphic creatures,” 
he says, recalling his fur origins. ‘T didn’t 
have any association with [furries] before 
that; I didn’t even really have any inter¬ 
est in animals. But after I talked with 
some people who were into it, and they 
showed me artwork and things like that, 
I thought, ‘Oh, okay. I’m in.’” 

For many years, Groomes says, his fur- 
sona was contained to the online world. 
However, in 2014 he made the transition 
from online cat-man to real-life furry, hav¬ 
ing his own fur-suit constructed to meet 
the specs of his character. From there, he 
began attending meet-ups with MNFurs, 


his newfound group. 

‘T identify more as a furry than anything 
else in my life,” he says with certainty. 
“Some people look at it like it’s weird, but 
to me it’s about creativity and imagina¬ 
tion, and those are the kind of people I 
connect with.” 

While the picnic is very much a fam¬ 
ily-friendly event, Groomes points out 
that being a part of furry culture doesn’t 
mean you can’t act your age. Various bars, 
including the Eagle, host furry nights 
where the young and young at heart can 
party their tails (and ears and whatever 
else) off. Groomes himself says that he 
has planned furry brewery crawls around 
town. 

“What you see in furry culture is a 
microcosm of the world as a whole,” 
he says. “The same way you grow up 
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and change and experience new things 
in your life, we do that too, just while 
wearing fur-suits.” 

After taking the time to watch other 
furries interact with one another or hav¬ 
ing a quick perusal of the MNFurs online 
community forum, it’s easy to see that 
Groomes shares an outlook with other 
members of the fur community locally, 
as well as on a global scale. 

“There are big conventions all over 
the world,” he explains. “I went to one 
over in Berlin [Eurofurence], and there 
was a dance competition, vendors, and 
artists. But there are also panels on top¬ 
ics like mental health and how to create 
a successful startup company. It’s fun, 
but it’s also about furries helping other 
furries to be successful in their lives.” 

While his main motivation to join 
the fur world was to have fun, Groomes 
explains that he respects the fact that fur¬ 
ries are committed to helping each other 
become successful, and hopes to one day 
be an example for the next generation. 

“For me, this is something I plan to do 
for life,” he says. “It’s a natural part of my 
life and my growth. And as I continue to 
grow and advance my life, I look forward 
to being one of the gray muzzles [slang 
for elder furries] who can contribute 
money to putting on conventions and 
helping new furries to get as much from 
the culture as I have.” 

EVEN EURRIES GO GRAY 


O ne of these gray muzzles is “Ame¬ 
thyst,” who is the oldest member 
of MNFurs at 63. Because of her 
elder status, many of her fellow furries 
call her “mom,” a title Amethyst gladly 
welcomes. 

“I’m old enough to be a lot of these 
kids’ moms. Or grandma. Or great-aunt. 
It’s what makes me unique,” she says. 
Her name, she explains, was actually

chosen for her by the other members 
of the group, as they felt it represented 
a lady who should be shown respect. 

Amethyst identifies as a cat, with the 
color purple being her signature look. 
Her hair has bright purple highlights, 
staying consistent with her fur-brand. 
Just like Further, she is outgoing and 
extremely personable, but is quick to 
point out that she tends to spend more 
time chatting or playing games than rag¬ 
ing out at a furry bar crawl. 

“The older members of the group are 
more sedate,” she explains. “You’ll see 
them at these events sketching or talk¬ 
ing about things that are more techy. I 
like spending time with them, but I also 
love hanging out with the younger group. 
It’s just like any other society: You have 
different groups and you don’t always 
stick with just one set.” 

While Amethyst enjoys spending time 
with furries of all ages and backgrounds, 
her initial motivation for getting involved 
was to help her connect with just one 
particular furry: her son. 

“I knew my son was involved with 
it, and did a lot of photography. So at 
the fall picnic back in 2013 we agreed 
that I’d come with him to check it out 
for myself,” she remembers. “I think 
he warned everyone that his mom was 
coming, but they accepted me and were 
a great group of people.” 

Amethyst says she took an immediate 
liking to the group, asking them about 
their connection to the furry world. Some 
had lesser developed characters, where 
they simply had a name and an animal 
identity. Others were far more invested 
in the fantasy world. 

“They had multiple fursonas, back¬ 
ground stories, and all of these sort of sto¬ 
rylines going on,” she remembers. While 
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she's quick to point out that everyone in 
the group is respectful of one another 
and their interests, some take things a 
bit further than others. 

“Sometimes I think some of them live 
a little too much in the furry world,” she 
says. “It’s a wonderful escape, but some 
furries are so wrapped up in it that you 
just want to ask if they know about what’s 
happening in the real world.” 

As for the relationship she was able 
to form with her son. Amethyst beams

Despite her choice not to suit up, she 
explains that the MNFurs group is open 
and accepting of all comers, regardless 
of their age, sex, or the amount of fur 
they wear. 

“I think a lot of people assume that 
furries in our fandom are into an alterna¬ 
tive lifestyle,” she explains. “That might 
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about the opportunity to connect with 
him in a unique way. 

“It gives us time together we wouldn’t 
have otherwise,” she says. ‘When we see 
each other outside of the gatherings, we 
don’t just discuss the fandom, but it does 
give us an additional item to talk about.” 

While Amethyst’s son did not want to 
speak with us about his own entry into 
the fur world, he did share that having 
his mom participate in the fandom has 
felt like a natural fit, and has given them 
the chance to bond in a way parents and 
kids don’t frequently get to. 

Unlike Groomes, Amethyst does not 
have a fur-suit of her own. This isn’t 
uncommon in the culture, as suits can 
costs hundreds or even thousands of dol¬ 
lars, and some people choose to simply 
embrace their inner animal in their minds 
instead of actually becoming the embodi¬ 
ment of their fursona. 


be true, but you get people of all differ¬ 
ent backgrounds and belief systems. For 
example, I’m a straight, conservative, 
person of faith. Some people with those 
beliefs might accept me for being a furry; 
some might not. I think of it like this: 
I’m not here to try and shove faith down 
anyone’s throat, but I’m also not forsak¬ 
ing my faith. Instead, I want everyone to 
feel comfortable—including myself—and 
it’s important to create an environment 
of love and respect.” 

A WOLF IN SHEEP’S CLOTHING 


W hile age, religion, and sexual 
orientation may disappear 
when putting on a fur-suit, 
the reality is that wearing the suit itself 
is a hotly contested topic. The members 
of MNFurs are accepting of all furries. 
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regardless of what they wear, just like 
Amethyst. That sentiment, however, isn’t 
necessarily true in other fur-covered 
corners of the world. 

According to Groomes, there are some 
furries who believe that it is their respon¬ 
sibility to police what is “authentic” fur 
culture, going so far as to shame others 
in the fandom who choose to do things 
like take off their heads in the presence 
of non-furries, or even make judgments 
regarding the color of their suits. 

“I think the issue is that there is a low 
barrier of entry for furries,” explains 
Groomes. “If you have a good idea, and 
can bring it to life, you can become a very 
popular and successful artist within the 
culture. That’s great, but that can lead 
to people getting involved because they 
like the attention or the fame, and not 
because they truly enjoy the fandom.” 

The competitive nature of artistic 
individuals is fairly easy to spot in any 
medium, from musicians to actors to 
cosplayers. But to Groomes, the fact that 
furries do not have a preconceived set of 
rules or expectations should lend itself 
to expanding the imagination instead 
of limiting it. 

“We have no mainstream canon to go 
off of,” he says. “There is no commer¬ 
cially successful TV show or anything 
like that about furries. That means there 
really aren’t any characters for us to base 
ourselves off of, or any rules or limita¬ 
tions. What we do is cut from our own 
imaginations.” 

However, he goes on to explain that this 
blank page occasionally opens the door 
for individuals to deem themselves the 
authority on what is and isn’t acceptable 
character development or costuming. 

“You get people who will try and say 
that someone’s suit needs to follow a 
certain set of color patterns, or that their 
artwork doesn’t fit with the image that 
they have in their own minds,” Groomes 
says. “I say treat furries like family.”

omantic relationships are also very 
much a part of the fandom. 

Take “Unico” and his wife, “Shad- 
owRunner,” for example (they chose not to 
reveal their real names, and Unico went so 
far as to keep his majestic unicorn head on 
throughout our conversation). They met 
and became involved before ever putting 
on the suits, but much like Groomes, their 
mutual love of fantasy and imagination 
brought them together. 

Oh, and unicorns. 

‘We met in an AOL chatroom for people 
who were interested in unicorns,” recalls 
ShadowRunner, as she holds on to her 
husband’s hoof. “We were talking for a 
while, and ultimately I moved from Penn¬ 
sylvania to be with him.” Roughly six years 
into their relationship, Unico found a new 
outlet for that unicorn passion when he 
stumbled onto the furry world online. 

“I ended up getting into this on acci¬ 
dent,” says Unico. “I have always been 
interested in literature and artistry and 
writing, and I ended up finding an online 
fur group.” 

After learning quite a bit about the fan¬ 
dom, he floated the idea of exploring the 
fur world in real life to his wife. Somewhat 
surprisingly to him, she didn’t hesitate. 

“I figured why not?” says ShadowRun¬ 
ner. “I’ve always pictured myself as a uni¬ 
corn, so this felt like it would be fun.” 

It was after their introduction to the 
community that they tied the knot. How¬ 
ever, they decided to take the plunge in 
human form. 

‘We didn’t end up doing a fur wedding,” 
Unico laughs, as he and ShadowRunner 
exchange glances. “We’ve talked about 
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maybe doing a fur celebration for our 
anniversary. We’ll see.” 

Though Unico and ShadowRunner 
are just like any other happy, committed 
couple you’d find in any other walk of life, 
if you approach almost any non-furry on 
the street and bring up the fandom, the 
most common stereotype is that there is 
a deviant sexual element involved. 

When presented with this idea, Groomes 
laughs. 

“That’s the first thing anyone ever asks 
me!” he exclaims. “Everyone wants to 
know about the sexual aspect!” 

And yes, there is a sexual aspect, 
Groomes says. But that doesn’t mean 
that furry culture is sexually perverse. 

“I think people get this idea that any¬ 
thing that isn’t in line with what they 
believe is automatically deviant,” he says. 
“Sure, it’s no lie that sexuality within the 
fandom is more open and not frowned 
upon, but I think that says more about 
the demographic than an 5 Thingelse. Just 
because a group of like-minded people are 
sexually attracted to each other and hap¬ 
pen to be a part of this culture isn’t unlike 
any other group of people with similar 
characteristics. It’s just that people don’t 
really understand what being a furry is all 
about, so it’s automatically demonized.” 

His demographic, for example, tends to 
be predominantly liberal and progressive. 
Groomes, who met his current partner 
at a furry convention, says that people’s 
expression of their sexuality within the 
fandom can come from different moti¬ 
vations. 

“For some people, if s just about identify¬ 
ing as a furry first, and then obviously being 
a sexual person is just naturally something 
that comes with growing and maturing. 
Others, however, are there because the 
fur-suits and the furry culture is how 
they get sexually excited. And thaf s okay. 
There’s no right or wrong; there’s room 
for everyone.”

A BEAST OF 
A DIFFERENT KIND 


W hether if s bar nights, boyfriends, 
and social gatherings all over 
the globe; family bonding 
opportunities for a mother and son; or 
a strengthened sense of community and 
friendships that comes from being fur- 
ries (Unico and ShadowRunner mention 
mini-golfing, sushi dates, and even helping 
out with a Boy Scout camp as activities 
they’ve embraced in full fursona), the 
furry culture within Minnesota shares 
a lot with those who will never don a 
zebra head or cat tail. 

“It’s about wanting to be with people 
who appreciate you for who you are,” 
Groomes explains. “That’s something 
people all have in common, no matter 
what community you identify with. In 
some ways it’s like being in a frat in col¬ 
lege, or being someone who loves anime 
and goes to comic cons, or people who 
are really into sports. You find what you 
identify with and that defines who you 
want to spend time with. The rest of 
growing and experiencing life is pretty 
similar; it just depends on what kind of 
suit you want to wear.” 

While he’s seen a lot of change and 
growth in the fandom since his original 
entry into being a furry, Groomes says 
that the people in his life have come to 
accept his weekend-warrior fursona as 
Further Monigal, and have actually come 
to get a kick out of it. 

“At work my co-workers will be like, 
‘Oh, you’re taking PTO this weekend? Are 
you going to do your dress-up thing?’ And 
I just tell them, ‘Yep! Headed to Europe 
for a week dressed like a cat! Bye!”’ 03

A is known locally for his styl¬ 

ized takes on South American, Mexican, 
and Mediterranean cooking. 

Ruiz currently has four restaurants, 
including the 10-year-old Cafe Ena, La 
Fresca ‘'Nouveau Mexican Cuisine,” the 
tapas-heavy Rincon 38, and his newest, 
Costa Blanca, devoted to seafood tapas of 
the Mediterranean. 

“You know, my training was in France, 
and when I was in Paris, all of my friends 
were from Spain and after work we would 
play soccer by the Eiffel Tower and every¬ 
one would bring something to eat. That’s 
how I got to know this food,” says the chef 
He originally wanted to name the res¬ 
taurant Alicante, after the Spanish port city. 


but he started asking friends if they could 
pronounce it and they all said, “Oh no, no, 
no!” So, he called it Costa Blanca instead, 
referring to the Mediterranean coastline 
where that city is situated. 

Inside Minneapolis’ Costa Blanca, the 
room is stark and white while still offering 
warm welcome. It differs from many of the 
establishments on the Central Avenue cor¬ 
ridor, which tend to lean toward mom-and- 
pop informality. This is not to say you must 
think of Costa Blanca as a special-occasion 
place, but you can, which is a nice amenity 
for this part of town. 

An open kitchen and small bar area give 
it the din of a city restaurant, but its inti¬ 
mate size and genial staff keep it rooted in 
neighborhood hospitality. On a recent visit 
I watched as a family had a pre-Mother’s 
Day feast complete with a candle in the 
dessert, while a solo diner sat and had a 
margarita and a small plate on her own and 


exited as quietly as she entered. 

Fifteen years ago, the tapas craze was 
in full swing in the United States. Then, 
“small plates” became par for the course 
in the American dining landscape, and 
eventually, it seemed like we didn’t need 
tapas anymore. We saw for ourselves how 
eating smaller bites of lots of things and 
drinking a lot of wine in between plates 
was a much better way to eat. 

But, hey! What happened to all the tapas? 
Just because we can eat charred broccoli 
on a little square plate does not mean we 
shouldn’t also have octopus with roasted 
asparagus, artichokes, citrus aioli, spicy 
pimenton, and sea salt, does it? Ruiz wants 
us to have it, and he has set about giving it 
to us at Costa Blanca. 

The staff, outfitted in jeans and aprons, 
is highly knowledgeable about the menu. 
You get the sense that they all sit down to 
a plate and a drink every night the way

you do in a really good restaurant where 
the staff is like family. One of the better 
margaritas in the Cities can be found here, 
and after we ordered it, the server went 
off to shake it in full view of the room, a 
further sign that servers are more involved 
in the experience. 

The menu is an impressively lengthy and 
regularly rotating list. Interesting creations 
go beyond the t 5 q)ical small-plate fare of 
one or two things set on a plate and zig¬ 
zagged with Sriracha mayo. Nor are they 
the perfectly sourced and treated single 
items, which are often nice but can just as 
easily be done at home. Even HyVee sells 
Jamon Serrano and Manchego, and those

you can buy head home, and lay out on 
your fanciest plate and be living large for 
little more than a few dollars. We don’t 
really need to outsource that service to the 
restaurant anymore. 

At Costa Blanca, that Serrano and Man- 
chego is served with Basque olives, tangerine 
oil, garlic bread, and red wine reduction, 
simple but thoughtful touches that turn 
simplicity into a loving little luxury worthy 
of your 11 bucks. Other dishes go further 
into the imaginative, with small plates that 
could easily be blown up a bit and treated 
like entrees. Depending on your appetites, a 
single menu item could serve alight eater just 
fine, for little more than what an appetizer 
costs at a traditional restaurant. 

Then again, the real fun of tapas is the 
mix and match, and that’s what this place 
does with great aplomb. Vegetable eaters 
will find much to love in the big, buttery, 
seared King Oyster mushrooms snuggled 
up to fire-engine-red citron peppers. More 
citrus aioli and citron oil brighten things 
up further, like flower aroma hanging in 
the air after a soil-stirring rain. 

But the star of the show here is supposed 
to be seafood, and they don’t hold back with 
fishy things, like a recent dish of fideos, a 
tangle of Pappardelle folded around head-on 
prawns, meaty octopus, pops of bright-red 
pepper, and the fragrance of fresh basil. It’s 
finished with good fresh Parmesan, making 
it as Italian as it is Spanish, and something 
any pasta lover will adore. 

Fried calamari are fat fingers of squid 
cut lengthwise instead of those frustrat¬ 
ing little rings, coated in crunchy polenta, 
and when dipped in thick citrus aioli they 
go down like French fries. More than one 
order is advisable. 

Pretty pink red snapper is served in a col¬ 
orful stack, interspersed with micro greens 
and rounds of chorizo from Iberico hogs, the 
acorn-fed, free-range product that makes 
pork worth its weight in gold. The slick of 


saffron aioli that anchors it is paint-chip 
vibrant and alive with a deep, spicy aroma. 

Keeping the menu balanced are meaty 
options like lollipop-sized lamb chops 
banked up against gumballs ofbaby potatoes 
and bright sherry-glazed Brussels sprouts, 
or porlq^ lechon tossed with artichokes and 
saffron rice. 

Occasionally, seasonings veer off course, 
with citrus notes sometimes overtakingthe 
table, and the redundancy of certain ingre¬ 
dients like sherry glaze and saffron blurring 
the otherwise inspired menu. Take time to 
order carefully to avoid those pitfalls and 
you should be fine. Save room for dessert: 
The kitchen does impressive things with 
churros and key lime pie. 

Of course, the birth of tapas has drink¬ 
ing to thank for its parentage, and Costa 
Blanca has not let that important aspect 
of the menu falter. There’s a full bar, and 
barrel-aged cocktails like a Manhattan with 
Mezcal bitters are interesting enough to 
inspire a two-cocktail Tuesday dinner. But 
if you happen to be a wine drinker, even 
more fun awaits. 

Costa Blanca has gotten hip to Txakoli, the 
hard-to-pronounce but very easy-to-drink 
white wine from Spain’s Basque region. 
Google it in videos and you’ll see guys pour¬ 
ing it from a great distance above the glass, a 
traditional way to aerate the wine and add a 
bit of drama to wine time. These wines are 
bone-dry, super acidic, a little effervescent, 
and low in alcohol, making them the ideal 
thing for long drinking and eating sessions. 
In Spain, you’d wander into ‘"pintxo” bar 
(Basque countr/s answer to the tapas bar) 
after pintxo bar until you were sated and 
happily drunk. It could easily take all day. 

Since we are very far away from Basque 
country, and we don’t live life quite so well 
as all of that, head to Costa Blanca for a 
nicely presented approximation of the way 
they do it in Spain. They won’t even mind if 
you can’t pronounce Txakoli or Alicante. 03

In 2007, Minneapolis-based entrepreneur 
Gary Arndt sold his house and embarked 
on what he thought would be a year of 
travel for pleasure. Ten years later, he’s 
still jet-setting—and making a living 
doing so. The self-taught, award-winning 
shutterbug with 197k Instagram followers 
has captured awe-inspiring photographs 
of wildlife, landscapes, and people 
across 190 countries and territories and 
320 UNESCO World Heritage sites.

Staging of Caucasian-Aggressive Pandas 
and Other Mulatto Tales by Duck 
Washington, Chameleon will be splitting 
from its longtime home next season. 

(The controversy mostly came down 
to the racially charged term used in 
the title.) Arcadia will certainly reflect 
the upcoming change — and not only 
because Washington serves as director. 
With its ambitious narrative spanning 
200 years, Arcadia represents Stoppard 
at his most engaging, dissecting layers 
of time to demonstrate how the past 
gives shape to the present, often through 
speculative misperceptions. Arcadia is not 
merely an intellectual exercise, however, 
as emotional parallels connect former 
and current occupants of a country 
home in England. At the nexus of these 
characters (including a 19th-century 
tutor, his inquisitive female student, and 
two present-day academics researching 
the home’s curious history) is a desire for 
knowledge and experience conveyed via 
the accomplished quartet of Mackenzie 
Diggins, Phillip D. Henry, Ariel Leaf, and 
Andy Browers. Intellectually compelling 
and emotionally stirring, Arcadia offers 
one last work of exceptional theater at the 
Ames before Chameleon undergoes its 
next transformation.

Pirates of the Caribbean: Dead Men Tell No Tales, live men make bad sequels 


Even Jack Sparrow 
seems bored by 
the experience.

W hat can be said about Pz'rafes 
of the Caribbean: Dead Men 
Tell No Tales that hasn’t 
already been said about the 
four Pz'rates of the Caribbean movies before 
it? There are cursed seamen, a quest to end 
said curse, and a whole lot of swashbuck¬ 
ling goofballery. In essence. Dead Men is 
a basic replica of its predecessors—and as 
is the case with frequent copying, there 
is significant generation loss. 

In the fifth installment of the block¬ 
buster movie franchise based on a 
theme park ride, Henry Turner (Bren- 
ton Thwaites), the son of Will Turner 
(Orlando Bloom), sets out to break the 
curse placed on his father in the third 
movie. At World’s End. Despite his dad’s 
warnings, Henry seeks out Jack Sparrow 


(Johnny Depp) so they can team up and 
find the Trident of Poseidon, a magical 
weapon that grants power over the seas 
and can put an end to the elder Turner’s 
curse. 

As absurdly good luck would have 
it, Henry’s journey runs him right into 
another person looking for the Trident, a 
female horologist by the name of Carina 
Smyth (Kaya Scodelario), who happens to 
be the only person who can read the map 
revealing the m 5 Thical weapon’s location. 
As bad luck would have it, Henry finds 
Jack at the precise time a villainous gang 
of ghouls escapes the Bermuda Triangle 
with the express purpose of murdering 
Jack. 

Henry and Carina become stand-ins for 
Will Turner and Elizabeth Swann (Keira 
Knightley), serving less as fleshed-out 
characters and more as generic means for 


Jack to bumble into mystical shenanigans. 
The filmmakers do attempt a first-act 
feminist subplot to give Carina some 
depth, but it’s ultimately abandoned in 
favor of perhaps the most literal display 
of patriarchy in movie history. Henry 
remains a nonentity throughout. 

What follows is so par for the course 
that even Jack Sparrow seems bored 
by the experience. Ghosts are trying to 
get me again? Whatever. Pass the rum. 
Once upon a time his adventures were 
novel, his attitude devil-may-care. Now 
it just seems apathetic. As Jack stumbles 
drunkenly from one overdone plot point 
to the next, he becomes kind of intoler¬ 
able, and the movie with him. 

Of course, not all sequels are bad, not 
all remakes are soulless, not all franchises 
are cash grabs—but Dead Men Tell No 
Tales is all three. There is nothing new

here. And given the amount of money the 
Pirates movies continue to rake in, why 
would there be? The fourth entry made 
over $1 billion worldwide. People of all 
stripes complain about Holl 5 rwood’s lack 
of originality ad nauseam, but in some 
ways we’re as complicit as they are in 
the rising tide of mediocrity. 

That said, you have to wonder how long 
Disney will keep this up. Jack Sparrow is 
still the lynchpin in the franchise’s suc¬ 
cess, and surely Pirates of the Caribbean: 
The Curse of Jack’s Swollen Prostate will 
not have the same turnout as its youthful 
predecessors. 03

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MAKING THE BAND 

Trademark Theater’s debut is in sync

U ^’m in the band?” Yes, dear boy, 
I youVe made the cut for Robin 
I Hood’s Merry Men: a five-guy 
A fraternity of bandits who also 
resemble a boy band, choreography and all. 

The Justin Timberlake of this Sher¬ 
wood Forest is Robin Hood himself (Riley 
McNutt). Will (Ryan London Levin) could 
pass for Chris Kirkpatrick. The faithful 
Friar (Theo Langason) has got to be Joey 
Fatone, and the quietly sexy John (Paul 
Rutledge) is the group’s JC Chasez. Every¬ 
one loves Alan (Nathan Barlow), so of 
course that makes him Lance Bass. 

They all star in The Boy St Robin Hood, 
the debut production from Trademark 
Theater. The new company’s logo is a 
black square bearing the initials ‘HM,” 
which also stand for the names of both 
lyler Michaels (the company’s artistic 
director, and the director of Robin Hood) 
and Tyler Mills (the company’s artistic 
associate, and Robin Hood pla 3 rwright). 
David Harrow contributes songs to this 
play, now in its premiere run at the Ritz 
Theater. 


The artists, Michaels explains in a pro¬ 
gram note, were inspired by the earliest 
versions of the Robin Hood legend—before 
the woodsman became enshrined as a self¬ 
less warrior fighting for the downtrod¬ 
den. This darker Robin is a dangerous, 
sociopathic killer whose twinkling eyes 
can instantly turn icy. 

Unfortunately, in this show that’s some¬ 
thing we’re told (mostly in flashbacks nar¬ 
rated by Kendall Anne Thompson’s Marian, 
now Robin’s disillusioned ex) rather than 
shown. For the most part, the Robin we 
see is boisterous yet bland, a father figure 
to the orphaned boy (Peder Lindell) of 
the play’s title. 

A more dramatic departure comes in the 
character of the Sheriff, played by Jason 
A. Rojas as a hapless, fundamentally kind- 
hearted functionary who only pursues 
Robin because the king commands it. The 
real villain is the monstrous Guy of Gis¬ 
borne (Dan Hopman), a brutal killer who 
seems to have wandered in from Game 
of Thrones. 

The rest of this Robin Hood feels less 
like Westeros than like Shakopee, home 
of the Minnesota Renaissance Festival.

An ensemble of garland-wreathed singers 
deliver folksy ballads and wordless new-age 
vocalizations while the Merry Men and 
the king’s men do very deliberate battle: 
The slow-motionbody count is staggering. 
When one of the Merry Men dies, his fel¬ 
lows share heartfelt memories while the 
band grooves on, in what Jimmy Fallon 
might call a‘'slow jam the eulog}^’ segment. 

Yes, it’s all a little silly, but the script 
is well-structured and Michaels proves 
himself a sure-handed stor 5 Teller. Nicholas 
Tranbys sound design and Mary Shabatura’s 
lighting conduct the action from town to for¬ 
est while effectively, ifunsubtly, highlighting 
the emotional stakes. The production’s 
comic creativity peaks during a May Day 
competition among outrageously costumed 
archers, a sequence that demonstrates what 
Michaels and Mills can do when they drop 
the thematic freight that’s just too much 
for this uneven show to carry. 03

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CHASTITY BROWN IS IN A BETTER PLACE 

With Silhouette of Sirens, the singer-songwriter confronts and conquers heartbreak

C hastity Brown 
knows heartbreak. 

You can hear it in 
her intense moan, 
in her pleas for a compas¬ 
sionate ear, and throughout 
Silhouette of Sirens, her most 
intimate, cohesive album yet. 

Brown doesn’t always 
write from first-person expe¬ 
rience, but her life history 
informs her unique blend of 
country, soul, and blues. Her 
father, a jazz and soul musi¬ 
cian from North Carolina, 
died from pancreatic cancer 
when she was only seven 
years old. Her memories of 
him are few and fragmented: 
watching The Price is Right 
and eating SpaghettiOs or 
hearing him sing Fats Dom¬ 
ino songs with his band in 
New Hampshire, where she 
grew up. 

‘There are certain aspects of my father 
that are a mystery,” Brown says. “Although 
he was this incredible musician, he was by 
no means a good husband.” 

Brown won’t share that part of the story 
on the record, but it meant she didn’t attend 
her father’s funeral and didn’t visit his grave 
until adulthood. She only reconnected with 
his side of the family six years ago. 

Still, the loss is imprinted on her. “Some 
wounds just don’t heal,” she says. “Losing 
him at such an early age will always hurt. 
It just always fuckin’ will. Because of that, 
I feel more sensitive observing or creating 
other people’s stories.” 

Brown claims the East Coast “wasn’t 
the primary influence of my childhood.” 
After her mother remarried, the family 
moved to Union City, Tennessee, a place 
that “completely informed” her soon-to- 
emerge musical style. She found kindred 
spirits in the catalogs of the Staple singers, 
the Shirelles, the Mississippi Mass Choir, 
and Dolly Parton. 

At 18, Brown was attending seminary 
school with plans to be a praise and wor¬ 
ship leader. It was there that she met her 
first love—a female classmate. “Obviously, 
Evangelical Christians are not into same-sex 


relationships, butthaPs what happened,” she 
says. When the relationship was discovered, 
both girls were kicked out of seminary. “My 
heart was broken two-fold.” 

Brown was called “evil” and “the devil,” 
but her mother resisted the insistence of 
the devout that Brown needed therapy and 
shouldn’t be around children. In the wake 
of the breakup and her loss of faith. Brown 
suffered insomnia and panic attacks. She’d 
sit on the porch, strum her guitar, and sing to 
herself “ThaPs kind of where it all started,” 
she says of her musicianship. “Little Miss 
Broken Heart.” 

Around 2005, Brown was pla 3 fing music 
and living in Knoxville when a friend relo¬ 
cated to Minnesota for graduate school. 
Brown, 22 years old at the time, decided 
to tag along. “I had never been up here 
before. I have a nomad’s heart, so it was a 
perfect scenario,” she says. The pair settled 
in Excelsior, assuming it was a small town 
close to the city. “No beef with Excelsior, 
but neither of us fit in there,” Brown says. 
“The 318 Cafe was the one solace.” 

Brown continued makingmusic, releasing 
Do the Best You Can in 2007 and Sankofa 
in 2009. By 2010, her songs were played 
regularly on the Current and she shared 


bills with young local darlings like Roma 
di Luna and Jeremy Messersmith. 2012’s 
Back-Road Highways got even more atten¬ 
tion, but Brown was unhappy with her label. 
Creative and Dreams Music Network, which 
she calls “a joke. It was not a functioning 
label at all.” For Silhouette of Sirens, Brown 
raised her standards. She wanted a label 
that would keep her album intact, release 
it internationally, support a tour, and allow 
her creative freedom on future endeavors. 
She found that with the locals at Red House 
Records. 

While the new album was informed by 
relationships—familial, platonic, and roman¬ 
tic—it also responds to the world outside: 
Black Lives Matter, public murders, and 
the marginalization of people of color all 
influenced Brown’s songwriting. “I finally, 
in the last two years, accessed a part of my 
identity that I wasn’t very vocal about,” she 
says. “It has given me this community. If 
I see a young brother on the street, I feel 
connected to him. We feel connected to 
each other because of the climate.” 

Brown’s mother is of Irish heritage and 
from a big Boston family. “She’s never going 
to understand what it’s like for her chil¬ 
dren to be brown,” the singer-songwriter 


says. “Even though I’m 
half-white, it’s still not my 
identity. Since the one-drop 
rule back in slavery, if you’re 
slightly mixed, then you’re 
just not white, you’re black. 
Or any other t 5 q)e of race in 
America.” 

Extensive touring with 
Ani DiEranco further pushed 
Brown to voice her feelings 
about injustice. “Ani has this 
way of standing in her own 
integrity,” she says. “It made 
me want to do the same, but 
not jump on her bandwagon 
with her social issues and 
concerns. It made me want 
to articulate my anger and my 
concern with how black and 
brown people are treated.” 

The expanded social 
consciousness is evident 
on “Lies,” a track inspired 
by images of people in the 
streets following Detroit’s financial collapse. 
“Their retirement was completely gone 
because the city was bankrupt,” Brown 
says. “I got to thinking about when you 
put your trust in something that you later 
realize you shouldn’t. And you’re fucking 
pissed off” 

Silhouette of Sirens isn’t all agony and 
anger, however. The sultry “Whisper” refer¬ 
ences dancing in the dark and encourages 
the listener to get closer, to “whisper in my 
ear all that you need.” “It gives a sense of 
reprieve,” Brown says. “Everybody needs 
some sexy time. We can cry all we want and 
be like, ‘Oh, woe is me,’ and then it’s like, 
‘Okay. I need to be loved up. Right. Now.’” 

Silhouette of Sirens is at once raw and 
sonically expansive, intentionally so. Brown 
scrapped a first version because recording 
vocals and instrumentation separately made 
the album sound too polished. “It wasn’t 
bad, it just wasn’t what you get at a live 
show,” she explains. “I’m a live performer. 
There are certain things that I do vocally 
live that are really difficult to conjure up 
in the studio. I needed to be in an environ¬ 
ment where my band was playing and I 
was singing, even if I ended up going back 
over and correcting vocal parts, the bulk

Why are Grindr guys so 
mad when I don’t want 
an immediate hookup? 

I ’m a middle-aged homo trying to 
figure out Grindr. Is it impolite to go 
on Grindr if you’re not looking for an 
immediate hookup? I go on Grindr 
looking to make friends who could, at least 
potentially, be sex partners, but I like to do 
the friend thingbefore the sex.

TALKING ONLINE REPULSES SOME OTHERS 

Always be up front about your intentions, 
TORSO.
